WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


For more than a year we have been in a period of dis- 
illusionment, the shattering of idols or fancies with ruth- 
less disregard to former precedent. The tariff scare has 
gone up in thin smoke, to be followed by a faint puff from 
the currency question, and yet that, supersensative some- 
thing called business, has not recovered her courage or 
strength, but on the contrary continues to pine and com- 
plain. Even the much-made-of time of inventory has 
largely passed; a new year begun, and still she shows 
shirking hesitation, a veritable September Morn. Why 
is it? Just another example of one of Nature’s inexplic- 
able moods; the cycle of depression has been upon us and 
none of these so-called causes are, in fact, to blame. The 
depression would have happened with or without tariff 
tinkering; with or without currency laws; whether there 
was or was not a stock-taking time; whether the Admin- 


‘| istration was of the hue of the Democrat, of the Republi- 


can, of the Progressive, of the Prohibition, or of any of 
the other many phases which hope some day to influence 
it. We have come to believe that the early students of 
political economy were correct when they said that these 
cycles will recur in regular order, all explanations or 
promises notwithstanding. 

The main question is, how near complete is this pres- 
ent cycle? All great traders in every line report indica- 
tions bright for the future; the great jobbers in the whole- 
sale grocery line say that stocks are lower on the average 
than usual, and further that they believe that when buy- 
ing commences anew the market prices are bound to ad- 
vance. “When the fig tree begins to bud, you know that 
spring is nigh.” 

There has been a quite good market this past week. 
Tomatoes, particularly, have been in good demand, and in 
almost every instance for immediate shipment, showing 
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how urgent are the needs. The market has actually 
gained a point or two and’ 5c. is how about’ bottom for!’ 
anything like a standard. Those who have standards and 
can hold them, and the majority of packers’ stocks are in 
such position, are asking more money than this. There 
is a marked increase of confidence in tomatoes in the 
East, and apparently a corresponding loss of confidence 
in the West. 

Corn also is held with confidence, and if anything the 
market is slightly stronger. Peas are suffering from the 
overload of poor goods, but fine qualities are wanted and 
are bringing the full, outside, prices. Although the actual 
changes in market prices are not many, the whole ten- 
dency seems to be upward, and there is undoubtedly a 
better buying movement each day as we draw away from 
the first of the year. Indications would seem to point to 
the early resumption of buying in all sections of the coun- 
try and covering all articles in cans, and it will not take 
much of this to make material changes in the market. 


For a few days this week we had very cold weather, 
the thermometer going close to the zero mark. This 
lasted but three days, however, and as there has been no 
snow up to the present time, when the temperature mod- 
erated we got back into the pleasant winter weather we 
have had all year. A repetition of this visitation would 
close up the oyster supply and cause prices to advance. 
So far the season for this product has been very good, and 
the quality of the oysters excellent. A good pack has 
been made. 

Last week we took occasion to comment upon the evil 
results likely to follow the too liberal extsnsion of credit 
on the part of the canmakers, under the plan of storage 
contracts, stating that the excuse was being made that as 
some were doing this all were compelled to do so. While 
this excuse is as old as the Garden of Eden, it is neverthe- 
less effective and in good working order. 


No one disputes the troubles that would certainly fol- 
low the abuse of the present storage system, for all experi- 
enced men in the industry recognize that with this used 
merely as a blind to grant credits, indiscriminately, the old 
troublesome times of the industry would return to us, and 
no one wishes to see a recurrence of those days of profit- 
less labor and worry. But the fault lies in the abuse of the 
storage system, and not with the system itself; for of itself 
and when properly lived up to it is a splendid arrangement, 
assisting both the canner and the can maker. We have fre- 
quently referred to the unfairness on the part of canners 
in withholdng their orders until just before the opening 
of the season, because it is a physical impossibility for the 
can makers to supply all these wants in the few weeks of 
the actve canning season. To obviate this condition the 
system of storing cans in the canners’ warehouse was orig- 
inated. Briefly, the can maker leases the warehouse, pay- 
ing a nominal sum for it, and it thereby becomes the can 
maker’s warehouse. In fact, the contract says: “Lessor 


shall fix and maintain conspicuously on said premises one 
ot more signs which shall be provided by lessee, which 
signs shall state that the above premises have been leased to 


lessee, and that the cans and cases therein contained are the 
property of the lessee.” And further, this contract, which 
is a legal document properly executed, says: “Cans and 
cases stored under this lease and storage agreement are the 
property of lessee ( Can Company) and shall not 
become the property of or be used by the lessor ( 

Canning Company) until paid for and transferred by bill 
of sale, in accordance with said contract.” 

It is pleasant to record that all are not abusing this sys- 
tem. We are positively assured by the American Can Com- 
pany that on their part the contract is lived up to the let- 
ter, and that if any canner attempts to abuse it he is pro- 
ceeded against at once. With this great Company standing 
firmly for the contract, and we have no doubt many other 
can companies doing the same, at least the leading com- 
panies, there is no room for the excuse that all are abusing 
it. On the contrary, all reputable companies will rally to 
the support of this system and strictly maintain its provi- 
sions. Unless they do so they will be compelled, ultimately, 
to discontinue the system, and to require all canners to pay 
cash for ther cans when ordered, and in that day, if the 
canners do not order early, there will be a great many of 
them left without cans during the season. It is, therefore, 
as much to the interest of the canners as to the can makers 
to see that the provisions of the storage system are not vio- 
lated.

First real cold weather of season caused a halt in business—It is realized that any increased 


buying must result in advancing prices—Tomatoes hardening in value—Wide range 


in corn prices—Increased inquiry for peas—Noted in the market.

New York, January 16, 1914. 


The Market.—Snapping cold weather, which carried 
the mercury below zero for three days this week, reduced 
business in the canned food trade materially. It is hard 
to interest buyers when it is so cold that they cannot be 
comfortable, to say nothing of shipping goods in safety. 
To be sure, not many of the goods offered and taken at 
such a time are shipped then, but the effect seems to be 
the same as though they were. It was the first cold wave 
of the season, and it was enough to satisfy the most en- 
thusiastic lover of cold weather for a good long time in 
the future. Meanwhile such sales as have been made at 
relatively higher prices. Not that quotations have ad- 
vanced, but the prices asked are firmer and the tendency 
is upward. On most leading varieties any important in- 
crease in buying would result in increased prices without 
question. Buyers are still acting very conservatively and 
the outlook for immediate improvement is not altogether 
reassuring. However, the situation is no worse and very 
many are quite certain that it is better. Until the buyers 
come forward with increased orders there is little likeli- 
hood of any quotable advance in values. In the main, 
however, conditions are better and most holders are con- 
fident of sufficient increase in the near future to make the 
trade much better than it has been heretofore. 


Tomatoes.—Low bids offered to holders in the South 
are generally rejected. Most holders are now ready to 
carry their stocks until later in the season if the oppor- 
tunity to sell does not come at values which they believe 
to be suitable. The general sentiment is toward higher 
levels, though no one has yet actually advanced quota- 
tions. The outlook favors improvement, however, and 
the most sanguine are confident that it is cose at hand. 
Until the actual advance is made it may be that conditions 
will remain substantially as they are. Bids of 65c. for 
full standard Maryland:3s have been refused a number 
of times during the week. Western buyers have been 
most prolific in these bids, but it is stated very emphatic- 
ally that none have been accepted. From 67%c. to %0c. 
f. o. b. factory is asked, and so far as sales have been re- 
ported none have been made below this inside quotation. 
It may be that others have sold at 65c., but it is believed 
that the number is too small and the quantities too insig- 
nificant to amount to much. For No, 2s 47%4c. is asked, 
with 50c. by those who are insisting upon full prices in all 
instances. Most buyers have been ready to pay it. On 
the other hand, No. 10s are somewhat weaker and sales 
have been made as low at $2.20, though nearly all holders 
are insistent upon full outside quotations and refuse to 
accept it in numerous instances. Demand is slow and 
very few appear to want it. 

Corn.—Fancy grades are scarce and firm in all varie- 
ties. Maine goods are wanted and as high as $1.25 has 
been paid here for Maine fancy. For standards the mar- 
ket is easier and goods have been bought for 90c. here. 
New York fancy has remained firm during the week, with 
usiness done in some instances at 87'%c. Standards have 
sold at 80c., but the market is not as active as it has been. 
Southern Maine style is quoted up to T5c., with 70c. ac- 
cepted in some instances. Western corn is held up to 


though %72%c. has been accepted in some in- 
stances. This range is pretty wide, but it is not very ac- 


tive and quotations are disposed to be somewhat nominal. 
Ordinary grades are generally quiet and featureless, but 
stocks are moderate in all positions and improved buying 
would bring about increased prices. 


Peas.—Not much business is done, though buyers 
have sent in rather more inquiries during the week. 
Western pack are quiet and sales are chiefly in small lots, 
merely to satisfy ordinary daily requirements. Holders 
are confident that improvement will come and that busi- 
ness will shortly reach a much heavier volume. Southern 
pack remains steady, though here and there a seller re- 
ceives an order for a considerable quantity. Movement 
is confined to the daily requirements of buyers at the 
present.time. Nothing has been heard about futures 
within the past few days, and sales have been very low. 

String Beans.—The market is steady, but trade has 
been chiefly in small quantities. Conditions seem to faver 
holders rather than buyers and the tendency is upward on 
best grades. In truth, the advance in string beans since 
the season closed has been one of the strange events of 
the recent canning season. Buyers have difficulty in se- 
curing such goods as they want at what they term rea- 
sonable prices. 

Asparagus.— The market remains steady under 
rather light movement, with the tendency among buyers 
to take somewhat larger quantities. The situation offers 
no features of importance, though it may be said that 
holders are confident of their position on most varieties 
and insist upon full outside prices. 


Succotash.—Maine pack is quoted at 95c., with sup- 
plies nearly exhausted. State is up to 90c., but small lots 
can be bought as low as 8%7%c. Not much Southern pack 
is available. 

Sweet Potatoes.—Maryland standard 3s are held at 
?7'4e., with 75c. possible in some instances. Business has 
been done even lower than that, but holders are generally 
firm in their views. 

Spinach.—No. 2 standards are steady at 75c. and No. 
3s are held as high as 99%c. Not much business in No. 
10s, but outside quotations are $3.05. Three dollars could 
be done in some instances. 


Fruits.—All California grades were reported nom- 
inally unchanged, with holders firm in their views and 
refusing to make concessions, Southern pack offers no 
features and prices remain steady in most instances. 
Coast packers report supplies as scarce and the situation 
growing stronger. 

Apricots.—No. 2% extra standard are quoted at 
$1.85 and holders firm. Extras are held up to $2, with 
little available even at that figure. 

Apples.—New York State No. 10s are slow of sale 
because of the conservatism of holders and the refusal of 
buyers to pay outside prices. Conditions have not im- 
proved of late. Up to $3 is asked for best New York 
stock. Maryland No. 10s are quoted at $2.50, with move- 
ment slow. Western No. 10s are held at $2.75, with $2.60 
possible. 

Peaches.—Standard lemon clings are held at $1.57% 
and not many to be found at that price. Yellow free are 
quoted at $1.65, with the available quantities small. 
Southern pack is unchanged and the tendency of prices is 
slightly downward,

Pineapples.—Business is quiet with No. 1 Porto Rico: 


grated at 82%4c. No. 1% chunks are held at $1.40 and 
No. 2 fancy at $1.30. Singapore are quiet, with little in- 
terest shown. Hawaiian remain steady, with a slight up- 
ward tendency, because of the virtua! exhaustion of 1913 
pack. Other varieties are quiet and unchanged. 

Blackberries.—Slightly increased demand was _ re- 
ported, but scarcely enough to make any material differ- 
ence in the market. Conditions remain about the same, 
the difference lying chiefly in the gradual reduction of 
stocks through distribution. 

Gooseberries.—In general supplies are relatively 
light and conditions do not indicate any possible improve- 
ment. In the main, however, business is limited to actual 
requirements and prices are steady. 

Raspberries——Black varieties are unchanged, with 
business in small lots. Buyers take very few, as a rule. 
In red sorts the difference between business this week 
and last is not appreciable. The situation offers no prom- 
ise of immediate change. 

Strawberries.—Preserved grades are rather slow of 
sale, though a few transactions were reported during the 
week. A little more inquiry for grades in water was 
noted, but actual sales are still very light. 

Blueberries.—Very few of any size are in market and 
prices are largely a matter of negotiation between buyers 
and sellers. No. 10s are very scarce. No Maine pack are 
in market now, and the Southern varieties are scarce. All 
prices are withdrawn pending the arrival of further sup- 
plies. 

Plums.—California varieties are steady, with extra 
2%s held at $2.25, and standard 2%s at $1.75. Extra 
standard 2™%s are steady at $2.00. Not much business 1s 
reported in Southern pack. 

Pears.—California varieties are unchanged, with ex- 
tra 244s at $2.25 and standard 2%s are quoted at $1.75. 
Extra standard 2%s are held at $2.00. In Southern pack 
business has not changed much of late. Holders are firm 
in their views and refuse to allow concessions, even on 
large orders. 

Salmon.—A jobbing business is reported, but the 
tone of the market is steady on all grades. Here and 
there it has been possible to find sellers of red Alaska 


- talls at $1.27, but the general price is $1.30 in small lots 


Coast holders are firm in their views at $1.25 f. o. b. The 
situation seems to be almost entirely a jobber’s proposi- 
tion. Pink talls are held up to %5@?77%c. Columbia 
River Chinooks are scarce, although prices are fairly 
steady. Stocks are in small compass. 

Sardines.—The market is dull and the trend seems to 
be upward on most stock on offer... Keyless oils are held 
up to $3.10@3.50; quarter-oils, keyless, $3.50, and half 
keyless at $5.00; quarter-mustards at $3.25, with the half 
key at $2.50. In some cases holders are inclined to ask 
advances, especially for the imported grades, which are a 
little firmer under advices from the other side. 

Oysters.—A better interest is noted and holders seem 
to be firm in their views. The advent of colder weather 
has a tendency to increase inquiry and larger interior 
sales are expected. 

Lobster.—The market is firm, with small sales, owing 
to high prices. Not many are willing to pay what most 
holders are asking for their stock. 

Shrimp.—Up to $1.17% is asked for spring pack in 
No. 1s and $2.27% for No. 1%4s. Sales are small. Sup- 
plies are said to be light. 

Crab Meat.—Supplies are light, with No. 1 entirely 
exhausted. Buyers have been unable to obtain any fur- 


ther quantities. No. 1%s are held up to $2.50, with very 
little to be had even at that price. Stocks are said to be 
entirely out of first hands. 

PICKED UP BY THE TRADE. 


One sale of 1,000 cases 1914 pack oysters for shipment 
from factory was reported on the basis of $1.52% laid down 
for No. 2 160-ounce standards. 

Fancy Maine corn has been less freely offered during the 
week at $1.15 f. o. b. factory. In fact, few sales were prob- 
ably made at that figure. 


Charles P. Schoolfield, of Charles P. Schoolfield & Co., is 
back from a trip to Baltimore. He says thatthe tomato mar- 
ket is stronger, due to decreased selling pressure, and he looks 
for continued improvement. His observations convinced him 
that a change for the better will begin shortly. 


Charles H. Clarke, of the Kelley-Clarke Company, Seattle, 
Wash, is here making his headquarters with the Corby Com- 
mission Company, Eastern representatives of the house. 


John Gilliam, the well-known broker, is home from a trip 
to Oneida, N. Y., the headquarters of the Burt-Olney Canning 
Company. He reports corn about cleaned up, particularly in 
the better grades, and says the canning interests in that section 
are looking for improved conditions in the near future.

Willard G. Rouse, of the Eastern Commission Company, 
writes: ‘‘Present holdings of tomatoes are well distributed 
among those packers who had the courage and the capital to 
withstand the temptation to sell on a declining market. There 
is, therefore, no indication of free or large offerings at present 
market prices. A good many inquiries for large lots of toma- 
toes, with buyers’ ideas a shade under the market, are in hand. 
This indicates a better prospect for the coming active period 
of consumption.” 

W. W. Doolan, New York representative of Curtis Bros., 
is back from a pleasure trip to his old home in Ohio. 


George N. Armsby, of the J. K. Armsby Company, with E.

The outlook indicates an exceedingly short supply of 
Norway sardines, barely sufficient for home consumption, let 
alone anything to export.

First real winter weather drives out the green vegetables—Operators look for improved 
conditions on tomatoes—Market easier on both corn and tomatoes—Pea market suf- 


fering from poor grades offered. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Chicago, Jan. 16th, 1914. 

We are having the first severely cold weather of the 
winter, and it has been around the zero point. The great 
stacks and car loads of green vegetables and fruits which 
were in evidence along our produce streets several weeks 
ago have disappeared; driven to cover by Mr. Jack Frost, 
who is a great friend and promoter of canned foods. The 
unprepared or raw fruits and vegetables are still here, 
however, securely protected behind thick walls and doors 
in steam-heated rooms from freezing. It would seem that 
the almost unlimited meanderings of railroad transporta- 
tion reach into every zone and country and that vege- 
tables and fruits, like hope, spring eternal from some 
place or source. 


I asked a big buyer, one of the very big ones, today, 
what he thought about the outlook for spot tomato 
market. 


He said that he was convinced that the stocks in 
wholesale and retail hands were light, very light, and 
that it would take a whole lot of canned tomatoes to meet 
the requirements of the consumers, but that the timidity 
and hesitation of wholesale and retail merchants to invest 
in full stocks would probably prevent active buying for 
a while and until goods are actually needed. He was of 
the opinion that this situation could not be maintained 
long, as the economical trend of the times causes consum- 
ers to use canned tomatoes because of their economy. 


It is to be hoped that the present administration will 
realize that the main features of the platform on which it 
was elected have now been complied with. The tariff 
has been revised downward, but not very much or too 
much downward; the banking system has been reformed, 
not extremely so, but enough to dehorn the panics, and 
not enough to seriously disconcert or dismay the bankers, 
and the income tax has been established, and so limited 
in its action that only those have to pay it, who are proud 
of their ability to do so. We have done enough, and done 
it well, and the country is trying to adapt itself to the 
new legislation and conditions. Now the sane and safe 
thing to do is to “ease oars and float awhile,” for no one 
wants a war with Mexico or any other country. We 
would have all to loose and nothing to gain from a Mex- 
ican war, and President Wilson’s policy of tying the two 
Mexican cats by the tails and hanging them on a clothes- 
line until they fight it out, is about the policy which will 
best please the largest number of the people; much more 
so than sending a hundred thousand or so of our good 
American soldiers down there to be shot at by the crazy 
Mexicans, as both sides to the fight have declared that 


they would defend the country against any foreign inter- 
ference. It’s a family fight and if one interferes the whole 
family will turn on him. 


Cannery representatives are to be seen daily now in 
Chicago, going around with the brokers and taking future 
orders from buyers. Mr. E. L. Sanford, representing 
Grafton Johnson, Greenwood, Ind., tomato product fac- 
tory, was one of them. 

Mr. George Bewey, representing The Lockport Can- 
ning Co., of Lockport, N. Y., was another. 


Canned Tomatoes.—Indiana packers are more will- 
ing to meet the market than heretofore, and are selling 
good standards (really extra standards) at 77%4c. per 
dozen f. 0. b. cannery for No. 3 size. 

Canned Corn.—The market is very quiet and prices 
have receded about 24%@b5c. per dozen from the highest 
point reached in December just after the short pack had 
been announced. 

Canned Peas.—The market is in a bad condition. 
Some of the poorest stuff ever packed is being urged on 
the market and buyers are afraid to make an offer on it 
for fear that they will get the goods. 


Canned Apples.—Several cars of choice New York 
pack were bought here this week on a parity of $2.40 
f. o. b. New York factory. Offerings are scarce. 


Canned Salmon.—The statistics of the pack seem to 
be growing larger and larger, and the last report makes 
the total eight million cases. It has been well said that 
figures don’t lie, but we all know that liars can figure. 
The canners should give out an authentic report and 
squelch the figurers or the liars. 

String Beans.—AIl kinds are very scarce and wanted, 
New York or Michigan Refugees, green or white, all 
sized cans. 


Bookkeeper Salesmanship.—A canner has written me 
four letters, requesting me to go to a Chicago jobber and 
demand that he make restitution of 74 cents cash dis- 
count on a small shipment. The canner claims that the 
jobber should have remitted in ten days, but held vack 
the remittance for 30 days or until the goods were re- 
ceived. The canner also claims that the jobber’s excuse 
was that he would pay no bill to a Baltimore canner until 
he examined the goods, and that he feels insulted ut the 
reflection on his town. 

The canners’ product is one that sells in a very lim- 
ited way and my brokerage on the little order, the first 
and probably the last I shall ever send him, is 52 cents,

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cents, and time about four dollars, and demands that I 
go to the buyer and fight it out. 

By doing so I would probably loose the buyer’s bus?- 
ness, which is worth several hundred dollars a year to me. 

If we get down to matters of absolute principle an 
high diplomacy the buyer was possibly a little disregard- 
ful of one and irreverent toward the other; but on the 
other hand, the canners’ method is what I call “book- 
keepers’ salesmanship.” 

It is well known that one contentious bookkeeper can 
kill and drive away more customers than ten good sales- 
men can make. Give me one of those system sales man- 
agers or crusty bookkeepers who, like the old negro 
preacher in the joint debate, “stands on high pints and 
refuses to quality,” and I warrant you that they will drive 
away trade faster than it can be rounded up. 

Business rules are essential and should be closely ad- 
hered to, but nobody can do business by absolute rule; 
the wise man knows when to make the exception to the 
rule and say nothing. 

Neither is Baltimore walking around with a chip on 
her shoulder, resenting every jocular imputation tossed 
in her direction. She is too wise a lady for that. She 
laughs at the sarcastic allusion, and the belated discount, 
sells the buyer another lot of goods and soaks him good 
and plenty by charging him a higher price. That is sales- 
manship—not bookkeepers’ salesmanship, however.

Market 


Australia again coming into the market—The Salmon pack of 1913 finally and definitely 


placed at 8,068,000 cases by the packers—The figures in detail. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Seattle, Jan. 16, 1914. 

Salmon.—The demand for canned salmon is pretty 
good, all things considered. Quite ‘a number of orders 
have come in during the past week and a number of in- 
quiries have had to be passed up because the fish is not 
available either here or in San Francisco. One of the 
features of recent weeks has been the inquiry which has 
developed from Australia. For a number of years past 
until 1913, Australia was one of the best customers which 
salmon packers had. Early in the past season, however, 
Australian salmon buyers got it into their heads that 
prices were to be low, and accordingly held off for the low 
prices which never materialized. When the Australian 
buyers woke up the red fish, the grade which they 
wanted, was unavailable, and as a result Australia is not 
getting much of its salmon in the United States this 
- year, at least through Coast packers. Some little fish for 
Australia has been bought in Canada, but the purchases 
are nothing like they have been in former years. Packers 
are inclined to believe that another year Australian buy- 
ers will not be caught napping. 

As intimated last week, the salmon pack is larger 
than had been estimated. Last week The Canning Trade 
said that unofficial estimates placed the pack nearer 
8,000,000 than 7,500,000 cases. Now comes an official 


announcement from the Puget Sound and the Alaska as- 
sociations, placing the total pack at 8,068,000 cases. The 
pack figures were so large that many flatly refused to be- 
lieve the figures when they were first announced. There 
is no bluff about the figures, however, for coming from 
the packers there would be no attempt to inflate the fig- 
ures. In fact, it is said one reason the figures have been 
delayed so long was because it was feared the announce- 
ment of such a tremendous and unheard-of pack might 
disturb the market. Now that the bulk of the pack has 
been sold, however, and a large portion of it consumed 
and all danger of a slump in prices passed, it is figured 
that no harm can come from the publication of the fig- 
ures. The 1913 pack was 2,100,000 cases greater than the 
year previous. The pack follows:

Shipments of canned salmon by water from Puget 
Sound in December held up well, totaling 4,359,018 cases, 
valued at $369,119. Rarely have the shipments been so 
scattered, indicating that packers are reaching out for 
new markets. While the shipments to some countries 
were small, packers consider the business the forerunner 
of a heavier trade another year, particularly since the 
Government is now assisting in trying to get the duty | 
on canned salmon reduced in many countries. Salmon 
was distributed by water in December as follows:

Gentlemen: We notice in today’s market letter on Canned 
Foods that the Journal of Commerce makes the following 
statement: 

“Standard No. 3 tomatoes at 65c. f. o. b. Balti- 
more are said to barely let the packers come out even, 
and at 67%c. with Baltimore rate of freight, only a 
meager profit is shown on desirable stock.” 

Whoever originated this statement could not have been 
familiar with the cost of packing tomatoes, as it is so far re- 
moved from the facts. 

From the very best and most reliable information obtain- 
able, it cost in 1913 from 75c. to 80c. per dozen, according to 
the packer to pack No. 3 Standard tomatoes, and Extra Stand- 
ards and Fancies cost proportionately higher, so that the 
packer who is selling reliable Standard No. 3 tomatoes at 65c. 
is losing from 10c. to 15c. per dozen, instead of coming out 
even, as per the statement in your paper. Therefore it is 
grossly unfair to the canning industry that the jobbing trade 
of the country should get the false impression that at 65c. 
packers are able to break even when, in reality, they are los- 


' ing from 20c. to 30c. per case. 


We are writing you thus, feeling sure that you will be only 
too glad to correct such a false impression as has been given 
by the article in your paper.

Field No. 1—First Year—Young strawberry bed set in 
April. Second Year—Strawberries, first pick. Third Year— 
Strawberries, second pick, followed by crimson clover or cow 
peas. Fourth Year—Crimson clover turned under, followed 
by tomatoes, seeded to crimson clover. 

Field No. 2—First Year—Strawberries, first pick. Sec- 
ond Year—Strawberries, second pick, followed by crimson 
clover or cow peas. Third Year—Crimson clover, turned under 
for tomatoes, followed by crimson clover. Fourth Year— 
Young strawberry bed, set in April. 

Field No. 3—First Year—Strawberries, second pick, fol- 
lowed by crimson clover or cow peas. Second Year—Crimson 
clover, turned under, followed by tomatoes, followed by crim- 
son clover. Third Year—-Young strawberry bed, set in April. 
Fourth Year—Strawberries, first pick. 

Field No. 4—First Year—Crimson clover, turned under, 
for tomatoes, seeded to crimson clover. Second Year—Young 
strawberry bed, set in April. Third Year—Strawberries, first 
pick. Fourth Year—Strawberries, second pick, followed by 
crimson clover or cow peas. . 

In those strawberry growing sections where canning peas 
are grown, the above rotation may be modified by sowing soy 
beans or cowpeas for seed or hay after the old strawberry bed 
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is plowed up, and then putting the soy bean or cowpea stubble 
Jand into cannery peas in March. The peas will be out of the 
way in sufficient time to put tomatoes upon the land. The 
tomatoes are to be seeded down to crimson clover at the last 
cultivation. In such a rotation, it is possible to take fifty acres 
of crops from thirty acres of land each year. 

Mr. Horace Roberts, of Moorestown, N. J., has been re- 
markably successful in using the tomato as a companion crop 
for strawberries the first year of the strawberry beds. The 
strawberries are planted in rows 5 feet apart and a row of to- 
matoes is set between each two rows of strawberries. This 
method enables him to derive a good revenue from land that 
would otherwise be non-cash producing for the season. 

This method of combining the two crops seems to be en- 
tirely feasible and should increase the financial returns of the 
grower for the year. It is probable that this plan will be more 
successful upon loamy soils than upon heavy clays. On the 
heavier soils, the trampling incident to the gathering of the 
tomato crop might be detrimental to the young strawberry 
plants. However, Mr. Roberts states that he has grown toma- 


toes in this way on heavy soils and has never noted any ill 
effects upon the strawberry crop. 


If this combination were used in the rotation last given, 
it would add 10 acres more of tomatoes to the annual harvest, 
all fields given in the rotation would produce one or more 


money crops each season, and it would be possible to harvest 
60 acres of crops from 30 acres of land each year. 
From the answers given by 340 tomato growers in the 
State, the following facts may be derived: 
110 growers precede the tomato crop by what may be 
classed as a sod; 
73 turn under a crop of crimson clover; 
96 use corn stubble; 
27 use wheat; 28 cowpeas; and the remainder various 
crops. One of the most striking facts brought out was that,

crimson clover in the corn at the last cultivation. ” 


From the experience of the growers in Delaware it was 
learned that 133 followed tomatoes with wheat; 69 with crim- 
son clover; 25 with corn; 6 with crimson clover and corn; 7 
with strawberries; and the remainder with various crops, such 
as canning peas, cowpeas, soy beans, potatoes, timothy, etc. 

From the above discussion we may conclude that the to- 
mato should be preceded by sod land or by a crop of crimson 
clover turned under, and that it should be followed by wheat 
or by some crop which will be benefited by seeding the tomato 
land to crimson clover at the last cultivation. 

Fertilizers. 

In Delaware it is the custom of all growers to use some 
kind of fertilizer upon the tomatoes. The amount used varies 
from 250 pounds of commercial fertilizer and eight loads of 
barnyard manure up to a ton of commercial fertilizer. Reports 
from 268 men showed that all but three used commercial fer- 
tilizer. These three used barnyard manure. As barnyard 
manure is séldom available in any quantity throughout the 
tomato producing regions of the State, the majority of the 
farmers are forced to depend upon commercial fertilizers. Of 


268 growers, only 15 used barnyard manure either alone or in 
combination. 


Where the soil is deficient in humus, barnyard manure is 
desirable. However, we believe that where legumes, like 
crimson clover, can be depended upon to supply humus to the 
soil, maximum crops can be grown without the aid of barn- 
yard manure. The tomato apparently yields in proportion to 
the nitrogen available during the fore part of the growing sea- 
son, and according to the constancy of the water supply during 
the latter part of the season. The nitrogen in ordinary barn- 
yard manure is too slowly available to give maximum results 


with the tomatoes. Houston* claims that barnyard manure 
delays maturity and that commercial fertilizers hasten it. 


Bailey} is of the opinion that ‘the best fertilizers are 
those that produce their effect early in the season.” 

In our own experience, we have found that the addition 
of barnyard manure to commercial fertilizers has a tendency 
to delay maturity. When the season has been so long that 
over 90 per cent. of the crop ripened, the difference has been 
unimportant, but in those years when frost came early the loss 
due to late maturity was considerable. For a four-year aver- 
age, we have found that where 600 pounds of a 4-8-10 fer- 
tilizer was used, the average per cent. of fruit ripened was 
88.6, while, where twenty tons of barnyard manure were added, 
the average per cent. of ripe fruit was 81.8. In the example 
given above, the increased yield due to the addition of manure 
more than compensated for the loss resulting from a low per 
cent. of the ripe fruit. But, if we make our comparison with 
another plot where 1200 pounds of a 4-8-10 fertilizer was used, 
we find that the per cent. of ripe fruit (88.7) is practically the 
same as where the 600 pounds of the mixture was applied, 
while the yield is greater than that from the manured plot. 
In this case, 600 pounds extra of a 4-8-10 commercial fertilizer 
gave greater returns than did 20 tons of barnyard manure 
per acre. 

While it is impossible to prescribe definite fertilizer treat- 
ments on the basis of the chemical composition of a crop, yet 
knowledge along this line is always of interest and may in some 
cases give a clue to its proper feeding. 

Many chemical analyses of the tomato have been made by 
a number of chemists and the results vary considerably. 

Jenkins and Briton* say that for every 100 pounds of 
ripe tomatoes harvested there will be used by the plant, nitro- 


gen eqal to 14 ozs. of nitrate of soda, phosphoric acid equal to

5 ozs. of dissolved bone black, and potash equal to 10 ozs. of 
muriate of potash. These results were obtained under glass in 
prepared soil, and perhaps will not apply to out-of-doors condi- 
tions. On this basis, a 10-ton crop of tomatoes per acre would 
require 187.5 pounds of nitrate of soda, 62.5 pounds of dis- 
solved bone black, and 125 pounds of muriate of potash. If 
we used acid phosphate in place of dissolved bone black, there 
would be required 71 pounds of 14 per cent. acid phosphate, 
which would give a ton of 1.4%-3% fertilizer. ‘This would be 
equivalent to 500 pounds of a 5.6—-2—12.5 formula. 

Voorhees; says that a ten-ton crop of tomatoes will re- 
move in fruit: 25 pounds of nitrogen, 13.6 pounds of phos- 
phoric acid, and 51.6 pounds of potash; these are in the pro- 
portion of 114-.68-2.58 for a ton, which would be equal to 500 
pounds of a 5-2 %-11.32 formula. 

Pattersont found that a ten-ton crop of tomatoes would 
remove in fruit, vine, and roots 31.9 pounds of nitrogen, 9.2 
pounds of phosphoric acid, and 53.8 pounds of potash; which 
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_is in the proportion of 1.6-.48-2.69, or equivalent to 500 pounds 


of a 6%4-2-10 formula. 

Robinson{ is authority for the statement that a ten-ton 
crop of tomatoes will remove from the soil in fruit and vine 59 
pounds of nitrogen, 87 pounds of potash, and 13 pounds of 
phosphoric acid. These amounts are in the proportion of a 
2.95-.65-4.25 fertilizer which would require 500 pounds of a 
9.8-2.6-18 formula. In the above cases, there is a remarkably 
consistent agreement that the tomato crop uses but little phos- 
phoric acid and a relatively large amount of potash. 

In our studies of this subject it has been found that the 
average fertilizer formula used in Delaware is 2-8-5, and that 
in all cases (265) a high percentage of phosphoric acid is used. 


The average quantity of fertilizer being 550 pounds per acre.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


OUR SUPPLEMENT—PART II. 


With this issue you will receive a copy of “A His- 
tory of the Canning Industry by Its Most Prominent 
Men,” our Program souvenir of the Baltimore Conven- 
tion. 

It is particularly fitting that the History of the great 
Canning Industry should be written and published on the 
occasion of the annual Convention in Baltimore, the first 
meeting of its kind for many years, in this the cradle of 
the industry. It is the first history ever published cover- 
ing all features of the canning industry, for it includes not 
only fruits and vegetables, but the great kindred lines of 
fish, milk, meats, etc., as well as the development of the 
mechanical features of the industry. 


Though we be but the vehicle to convey this knowl- 
edge of the canned food industry to the world, the writers 


being men of prominence in their respective lines, we feel 


proud of our distinction and of the share we have in this 
excellent work. Canned foods have progressed to a point 
where they form an indispensible part of our food supply. 
It may truly be said that the world is absolutely depend- 
ent upon them, is coming to realize this and wants to 
know more about them. This is evidenced by the inqui- 
ries from all sections and from every class of human en- 
deavor asking for more information regarding them. 


What could better answer these requests for more 
knowledge than such a history as we herewith present? 
The whole story, from its earliest beginnings, through all 
the years of its struggles and hardships to the present 
day of splendid success, is told in this history. It is a 
record that the industry has a right to be proud of, and 
we have endeavored to set it before you, and the world, 
in a way that is attractive and permanent. We hope you 
will be pleased with it. If we are a little late in this 
week’s issue, we trust you will pardon us, consider the, 
cause and overlook the delay. 


We wish to take this occasion to thank the contribu- 
tors to this excellent History, for ourselves and in the 
name of the entire industry. Each and every one of them 
has spent much time, and considerable money, in some 
instances, to search records and obtain information, that 
the subject written upon might be as correct as it was 
possible to make it. Only these gentlemen know how 
difficult a matter it was to gather up the scattered ends 
of history and bind them into presentable form. But 
they have the conso!ation of knowing that they have per- 
formed a work of great benefit to the industry at present, 
and of still greater value to future generations. They 
have performed a work for which the entire industry 
owes them a debt. 


At the regular monthly meeting of the Canned Goods 
Exchange, on Tuesday, the 13th, a resolution was passed 
appointing a committee whose duty it should be to draw 
up a form of Standard for tomatoes, to be submitted to 
the Exchange for approval and possible adoption. This 
action will be an enlightenment to many who have been 
quoting the Exchange as having a standard for canned 
tomatoes, whereas in truth it has not, 

3ack in the 80’s there was a form of standard adopted 
by the Canned Goods Exchange on all articles in cans, 
and in a general way this has served as a guide to the in- 
dustry ever since, but we need hardly say that those 
standards have long since been abandoned as out of date, 
and not sufficient for the purposes of the industry as con- 
ducted today. At best they were very broad and general 
in their directions, and susceptable to a wide variation of 
understanding. ‘To cover.the needs of today a standard 
has to be very explicit and definite. 


This Committee has no easy task before it, and we 
question if it can bring in any directions other than those 
covering the condition of the fruit as to ripeness or other-

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wise, and as to size and condition. Because the standard 
that must be complied with is that set by the Government 
in its F. I. D. 144, which requires the can to contain noth- 
ing but tomatoes and their natural juice, without added 
water, pulp or extra juice, and the cans to be full. 


In this view of the matter the former standards as 
adopted by various States, several years ago, are inap- 
plicable and should not be used to judge tomatoes. All 
these State standards were based upon a number of 
ounces of tomato meat, after draining the contents of the 
can on a mesh screen for a given time. It has been dem- 
onstrated on numerous occasions that long shipments and 
rough handling would often cause an honest can of 
standards to cut out below the prescribed weight. De- 
pendent upon the season this would be the usual condi- 
tion to a greater or less degree, and the system was there- 
fore never an accurate test. 


Under the Government rule, which is the only one to 
be considered, it would seem that it must first be proven 
that added water, juice or pulp is present in the well- 
filled can. If such be the case, then the goods are illegal 
and the arbitration is at an end; but if not, the question 
must lie entirely with the quality of the goods in the can. 
It is to this point that the Committee will have to direct 
its attention, and the country will wait with interest the 
decision, 


It may not be out of place to call attention to a 
standard suggestion in these pages some years ago, when 
this question was being generally debated. 


If the packer will erect a draining board ahead of his 
filler, arranged so as to catch the juice which is to be 
evently distributed to the cans when filled, and will then 
use this draining board as a sorting table by having a 


girl on one side to pick out all ripe, whole tomatoes as 
extras, and another girl on the other side to pick out all 
broken pieces and under-ripe fruit for seconds, those that 
are left to go into the filler would certainly be standards. 
A standard should be the medium between the highest 


and the lowest, and this is just what would be made by 
such an operation. The single objection that might be 
made to this system would be as to the disposition of the 
juice in even quantities to the three grades; but this 
would simplify itself. Plainly speaking, the extra toma- 
toes will yield the most juice, because they are ripest; 
but the canner does not want much if any juice in his 
extras. Per contra, the seconds, being harder because 
less ripe, will yield the smallest amount of juice, where- 
for it would seem that the standards must be the juice 
carriers. But the Government says No. A well-filled can 
of tomatoes will take only so much juice to fill the inter- 
stices—and that is what the Government allows. A 
standard adopted by the canners, therefore, must deal 
with the quality, not the quantity of tomatoes—that’s the 
question,

Splendid sok 1914 fruit crops—The Hawaiian pineapple situation— 
Proposed dating law to be opposed—Olive growers to form an Associa- 


Reported by Telegraph 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 16th, 1914. 

Crop Outlook for 1914 Good.—The outlook for heavy 
fruit and vegetable crops in California in 1914 is extremely 
good. Of course, disastrous frosts may come later in the sea- 
son, but as far as moisture is concerned, and this is usually the 
element that determines the size of crops in this State, there 
promises to be an abundance. The unusually heavy rains that 
fell early in the year did a tremendous amount of good, with 
practically no damage. For a time it seemed that delta lands 
along the Sacramento River would be flooded, but the levees 
have held and all danger for the present is over. Some sec- 
tions have already had as much rain as they had during the 
entire season of 1913, and with the exception of Southern 
California, all report a rainfall well above the normal. Red 
Bluff has had a precipitation of over sixteen inches, compared 
with a normal of eleven inches; Sacramento has had ten and a 
half inches, as against a normal of seven and three-quarters 
inches; the precipitation at San Francisco is fifty per cent. 
above the normal to date, and San Jose, Fresno and San Luis 
Obispo are also well ahead of the normal record. San Diego 
is about half an inch behind the normal, while Los Angeles is 
an inch and a quarter behind. An immense amount of good 
has been done to deciduous fruit trees and the early rain in- 
sures a greatly increased acreage, devoted to peas, beans and 
vegetables generally. 

Hawaiian Pineapple.—The California Fruit Canners’ As- 
sociation is making a special effort to keep in close touch with 
the trade throughout the country handling Hawaiian pine- 
apple, and is now making plans for next season’s operations. 
The following statement was recently issued in regard to pine- 
apples: ‘If you select an apple or peach for flavor, you choose 
the normal size, as the very large and undersized do not give 
the highest flavor. The same principle holds with pineapples, 
and for that reason we grow our fruit in the most favored dis- 
trict, where the fruit averages about four pounds to the pine, 
the size desired for our No. 2% and the No. 2 flat size of cans. 
By setting the plants more closely together, there is more dif- 
ficulty in cultivating and the pines grow smaller. While some 
of the undersized fruit will come in any plantation, we keep 
down the percentage by setting the plants with ample room 
for cultivation, and we believe that we get a better flavored 
as well-as larger pine by so doing. You will see from this that 
we are aiming to increase the production of the No. 2% and 
the No. 2 flat size, rather than the smaller fruit packed in the 
No. 2 tall can. While our No. 2 tall size is as good as can be 
produced, we do not believe that the fruit packed by anybody 
in this size can be as tender and as well flavored as in the No. 
2% or No. 2 flat, which is of the same diameter. We are re- 
ducing the percentage of No. 2 tall ‘size and will not want to 
handle orders which show a large percentage of this size. It 
will be understood that this applies to sliced goods only.”’ 

Meeting of Canners’ League.—The annual meeting of the 
Canners’ League of California was held in the assembly hall 
of the organization, January 8th, and was well attended. 
While considerable business was transacted, many of the im- 
portant questions discussed were referred to the executive 
committee for further consideration. Col. Harris Weinstock, 
of San Francisco and Sacramento, appeared before the meet- 
ing and gave the canners an interesting talk on the new em- 
ployers’ liability act now in effect. Considerable discussion 
was given to the measure now being considered by Congress 


requiring all containers of foodstuffs to be stamped with the 
date of packing and all labels to bear statements giving the 
packing formula. The executive committee of the Canners’ 
League of California will get into touch at once with the rep- 
resentatives of this State in Congress and communicate the 
opinions of packers on this question. The officials chosen for 
the ensuing term comprise practically the same list named last 
year. 


To Form Olive Growers’ Association.—As a result of dis- 
putes that have arisen this season between olive growers and 
olive buyers efforts are being made to perfect an Olive Grow- 
ers’ Association for Butte county, where the bulk of the fine 
olives grown in the State are produced. Early in the season 
a very cold snap was experienced, causing olives to shrivel 
quite badly and buyers, especially those who had contracted 
for ripe olives for pickling purposes, attempted to have the 
whole crop declared damaged and insisted that olives be turned 
in as oil olives. However, the cold weather was followed by a 
warm rain, the olives filled out as good as ever, and growers 
demanded that they be paid the price agreed in the contracts. 
In several instances it is believed that appeals will be made to 
the courts for damages. The remarkable test to which the 
olives have been put this year has placed the industry in 
Northern and Central California upon even a firmer basis than 
it was before. The pack of ripe olives in cans this season is 
larger than ever, but the demand is far from being satisfied 
and high prices rule. ‘ 


Several large firms are now engaged in the olive pickling 
business in California. Most of the fruit suitable for pickling 
is grown in Northern California, but large quantities are 
shipped to the southern part of the State and sold as a product 
of that section. The plant of the Ehmann Olive Company at 
Oroville is one of the largest in the business, and at Corning 
there are two plants, the Heinz and Haywood factories. At 
the Heinz factory nothing but Mission olives ane pickled, and 
for these about $200 a ton is paid, the fruit being of the 
twelve-sixteenth size. At the Maywood plant the Queen olive 
is handled, this olive being a larger one than the Mission and 
ripening earlier. The output of this plant will be about 12,000 
gallons this season. The demand for ripe canned olives is so 
heavy that it is likely that next season some fruit of smaller 
size will be processed. 


Salmon.—Each succeeding estimate that is placed upon 
the Coast salmon pack for 1913 makes the total a little higher, 
the latest figures being those of the Alaska Salmon Canners’ 
Association, which places the pack at 8,068,000 cases, or about 
a quarter of a million cases higher than previous estimates. 
According to this the value of the Coast pack for the year is 
in the neighborhood of $35,000,000. 


Coast Notes.—The British steamer Musician, which 
cleared from San Francisco on January 5th for Liverpool and 
London, has on board 93,539 cases of California canned fruits 
and 14,813 cases of canned salmon. 


The California Fruit Canners’ Association is erecting a 
model stable on Bay street, near Taylor, San Francisco, the 
building covering a ground area of eighty-five by one hundred 
and seventy-three feet. This concern does most of its local 


draying and its teams and equipment are often commented 
upon for their attractive appearance. 
The Talent Cannery at Ashland, Ore., has had a very suc- 
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cessful season and over sixteen cars of apples, pears, peaches, 
plums, beans and pumpkin have already been shipped. 

The Alaska Packers’ Association has filed protests against 
the action of the Department of Commerce in doing away with 
the division of Alaska fisheries and naturalists of the fur seal 
service. The Association urges that it is necessary both for 
the fur seal industry and salmon fisheries to have the Alaska 
fisheries division continued. Secretary Redfield has informed 
Congressman Kahn, of San Francisco, that he plans to appoint 
ten additional fish and game wardens for Alaska, and that he 
is of the opinion that this force could accomplish more for 
these industries than one chief of a division.

—Reports mainly by wire—The canned food situation as IT IS. . 


BALTIMORE, MD. 
Baltimore, Md., January 17th, 1914. 


Continued activity this week in the tomato market was 
the feature here, and at the close today the outlook is consid- 
ered to be excellent for further activity in the coming week. 
It is a perfectly natural reaction from the extremely low prices 
that prevailed during the last three months, and it was long 
overdue. It is not at all likely to be a runaway market; just a 
healthy, natural return to normal conditions and prices, and 
intending buyers may have confidence in the stability of the 
market from now on. 

The buying was larger than it was last week, and the or- 
ders for tomatoes came from all sections of the country that 
look to this market for supplies. In the last two weeks the 
steady buying of No. 2 tomatoes has caused an advance of .05 
per dozen in that size, and during this week No. 3 Standards 
advanced .02% per dozen, with strong indications of a further 
advance coming in the near future. It is not unreasonable to 
expect a staple article of merchandise, like tomatoes, for in- 
stance, to advance to the cost of manufacture, plus the cost of 
carrying the goods, when the market conditions return to nor- 
mal. 

In the other lines of canned vegetables sweet potatoes 
were again active and stronger at a shade higher prices, and 
they look still stronger ahead. They were widely scattered 
this week. String beans and wax beans, kraut, baked beans 
and spinach were the next active articles, though not in a large 
way, and each of them is worth attention. The cold weather 


appears to have increased the orders for them. Corn and 


peas were inactive again this week, but they will have their 
innings later on, doubtless. 


Nothing of special interest occurred this week in any line 
of canned fruits, excepting that some fresh pineapples from 
Cuba were canned here, an unusual occurrence for this time 
in the year. Spot pears are nearly sold out, only a few cases 
of the cheaper kind remaining here, and also a few cases of the 
better grades. Apples are in fair demand, but the other lines 


of fruits were dull this week, excepting pie peaches and sec- 
onds peaches, for which there was a small demand. 


Zero weather this week caused higher prices for raw oys- 
ters, and a stronger market for the canned article. A contin- 
uation of the freezing weather would cause an advance in cove 
oysters. THOMAS J. MEEHAN & CO.

Tomatoes.—There has been an exceptionally good demand 
for tomatoes since the first of the year, and as a result 3s have 
advanced to 70c. and 2s to 50c. f. o. b. factory, under packers’ 
label. Unlabeled tomatoes are hard to find and will command 
a premium. It is rather unusual for the market to advance 
this early in the year, but it simply emphasizes the fact that 
the situation is not as bad as it appears on the surface, and a 


thorough investigation would reveal the fact that no single 
packer is carrying heavy stocks and a great number are en- 
tirely cleaned up. It is also pretty generally admitted that 
jobbers’ stocks are light; in fact, the proof of this is clearly 
demonstrated in the character of the buying.

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CANS OF CLAMS MUST CONTAIN PLENTY OF MEAT. 
Food and Drugs Board Makes a Ruling Prohibiting Excess of 
Liquor in Canned Sea Food. 


The Food and Drugs Board in Food Inspection Decision 
No. 144 rules that in canned food products the can serves not 
only as a container, but also as an index of the quantity of food 
therein, and should be as full of food as practicable for pack- 
ing and processing. Where the addition of brine or water is 
necessary for proper preparation, the can should contain only 
sufficient liquid to fill the space between the meat and cover 
the product. Many canners of clams have asked the Board to 
rule regarding the weight of clams necessary to comply with 
Decision No. 144. As a result of investigations the Board states 
as its opinion that cans which contain the weights of drained 
clam meat shown below will fulfill the requirements. These 


weights are “‘cut out” weights, i. e., the weight of meat left in 
the can after all free liquor has been drained off.

No. 2 Can, short or picnic; diameter, 3% inches; height, 
4 inches; ‘‘cut out” weight of clams, 8% ounces. 


No. 2 Can, regular; diameter, 3% inches; height, 4 9-16 
inches; ‘“‘cut out” weight of clams, 10 ounces. 


When cans of other sizes are used, they should contain 
proportional weights of meats. 


It should be remembered, the Board states, that : a loss of 
weight almost invariably occurs when clams are processed, 
and due allowance should be made for this loss in weighing 
the clams into the can. It may be said that the investigations 
made in the Bureau indicate that the loss in weight in pro- 
cessing varies from about 5 to 15 per cent., the average loss 
being about 10 per cent. of the weight of clams placed in the 
cans. The weights of drained clam meat should not fall below 


those given above, or, if a variation occurs, it should be as 
often above as below the weights specified.
